Are the 
blood and hard-earned wealth of the 
older States to be poured out like wa- 
ter, to protect and revenge a new peo- 
le. whose character and condition 
will plunge them -into perpetual 
wrongs ?” 

These words have now become his- 
torical fact. They contain the whole 
explanation of the war in which we are 
now engaged. They were based on a 
knowledge of the essential principles of 
human nature, a keen perception of the 
realities of national character, and pro- 
ceeded from one wro wrote free from 
the bias of party and politica] ambition, 
whose finer instincts were flive to the 
influences at work in the moral world 
of causes.

Why, Gen. Jackson, in 1836, even in}

‘edging the Independence of Texas,’ 


says: ‘* The acknowledginent of a new’ 
State as independent, is at all times an 
act of great delicacy and responsibility ; 
but more especially so, when such a! 
State has forcibly separated itself from. 
another, which still claims dominion | 
over it. A premature recogniiion, un- 
der these circumstances, if not looked, 
upon as justifiable cause of war, is | 
always liable to be looked upon as proof. 
of an unfriendly spirit to one of the con-! 
tending parties.” 

But time passed on. The siave-| 
power, blind to all rights where its own: 
prosperity was concerned, used to! 
trample upon the rights of man, nursed | 
in oppression and force, this power was | 
at work, and resolved upon annexation | 
in spite of all danger, the law of na- 
tions, treaties, and protests. A new 
slave-market must be opened. Texas 
must be secured to us forever from be-. 
coming an independent free State, or 
‘© our domestic institution” will be very 
short-lived. Mr. Upshur said in 1839, 
in the Virginia Convention, “If it 
should be our lot te acquire Texas, the 
price of slaves will rise.” And when 
it was feared that Texas would abolish 
slavery, the Secretary of State, the 
same Mr. Upshur, ia 1843, wrote to 
our Minister in Texas, *‘ That the es-! 
tablishinent in the very midst of our 
slaveholding States of an independent 
government forbidding the existence of 
slavery, could not fail to produce the 
most unhappy effects. There could 
not be any security for that species of 

roperty.”’ And in 1844, be wrote to 

our Minister in England, *‘ If Texas 
should not be attached to the United 
States, we cannot maintain that instita- 
tion ten years.” 

And the slave interest labored 
with dogged perseverance, caring litle 
for reproach or opposition. Its work 
was aided by the cunning Texans, who 
played upon the fears, hopes, and am- 
bition of the imbecile Tyler,—now talk- 
ing of abolitron, now of a union with 
England, all of which has been since 
confessed, by those most interested, to 
have been the veriest humbug and 
pretence. And when the treaty of An- 
nexation with Texas was finally con- 
cluded, Mr. Calhoun, then Secretary of 
‘State, had the sublime audacity to write 
‘to Mr. Pakenham, the British Minis- 
ter, that ‘‘it was made necessary, in 
order to preserve domestic instilulions, | 
and deemed essential to ther safely and 
prosperiy.”’ Atter this treaty was re- 
jected by the Senate, as is well known, | 
Texas was admitted by a ‘‘Jomt Reso-) 
lution,’’ which passed the House on the 
16th December, and the Senate on the 
22d December, 1845. She was admit-- 
ted with a Constitution sufficiently re-
